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DANGEROUS GROUND. 


Europe Gradually Drifting To- 


wards an Inevitable Conflict. 
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Sir Charles Dllke Talks Learnedly on the 


Situation-Mutual Hatred Between 


Russia and Germany—The Turk- 


ish Fleet in Danger. 


LONDON, Sept. 18.—European Ceding 


has been rendered keenly sensitive by 
the proofs that have been lately given 
of an understanding between Prance 
and Russia; by Emperor William's re- 
cent speech, iu which he said if war 
came it would not be Germany's fault; 
by the Dardanelles affair, and lastly, 
by rumors of Busso-Afghan troubles. 
Sir Charles Dilke, one of the best in- 
formed statesmen on European affairs, 
in an interview to-day, said: "The dis- 
claimer of all warlike intentions on the 
part of Germany is a good thing, as it 
indicates that Germany will be very 
careful to put herself right with Eu- 
ropean feeling before she embarks upon 
u war. In other words, no such attacks 
upon France as that which was only 
prevented by England and Russia in 
1875 
is any longer probable. 
The

quite understands 


that

than 
she 
was 
then, 


and would probably be reinforced 
by Rusula if there were any prospect 
of an unprovoked attaek upon her. 
But above all he recognizes the increas- 
ing power of European opinion and 
sees the necessity of deferring to it. 


"In the next great war the power 
hich is as decisively condemned by 


>lates, but the massing of troops on 
;he southern frontier, practically plac- 
ing the garrisons now there on a war 
'doting, bodes no good for the Turk. 
Most of the towns and villages close to 
;he frontier ore filled with soldiers. At 
Tutsctkoff four regiments are quar- 
tered, where last year there were only 
two. At Vilkovo and Killa five regi- 
ments arrived lastspring, in addition to 
the men already there. At Kagul, three 
regiments arrived a month ago, whilst 
at Jalpuch reinforcements of about 
7.000 men have only just taken up their 
quarters. The same activity in pour- 
ing troops into the villages may be said 
to be going on all along the frontier. 
Some idea as to the number of men 
stationed between Bender and Odessa 
may be formed when it is officially 
stated that forty-five battalions of in- 
fantry, twenty-nine squadron's of cav- 
alry and thirty-two batteries of artillery 
are talcing1 part in the military maneu- 
vers iield between these two districts 


From Vienna comes the startling in- 


formation that King Charles ol Kouma- 
nia, is viitnally the prisoner ot his own 
ministers, and that a scheme is on foot 
to drive him to abdication. The king 
has at heart been with the queen in her 
desire to bring about the m vrriage oi 
the crown prince and Mile. Vaoaresco, 
but he was overborne by his ministers, 
and for fear that he may relent and give 
way to the wishes of his almost dying 
wife, a deputation of the ministers fol- 
lows him everywhere, and he was not 
even permitted, when he went to Ven- 
ice, to see the queen without the pres- 
ence of a member of the ministry. The 
explanation of this is that the ministry 
favors Russia and believes that with 
King Charles off the throne they could 
better carry out their schemes for the 
Rnssianization of the kingdom, as a 
tool in the hands of the czar 


King Charles has a strong hold on the 


loyalty and devotion of the Rouma- 
nians This cannot be said of the crown 
prince, who is not the king's son, 
but the son of his "brother, introduced

glred as a means of escaping from the 
difficulties of domestic politics. That 
is perfectly plain 
And even were the 


Dulie of Augustenburg to yield and ac- 
cept still harder condition? than those 
which have been offered to him, we 
Imve a man (Prince Bismarck) in onr 
midst who would know how to manage 
BO as to bring about now complications 
and to have the war they wont." 


That is one of several admissions 


winch we have from German sources 
lately and n particularly interesting- 
one. 
Tho common theory is that 


France will attack Germany as soon as 
she considers herself ready, but I am of 
the opinion that neither Germany n ir 
France will deliberately and consciously 
bring about a war. And yet we all ex- 
pect a struggle that will involve most 
of Europe, and he would be a very san- 
guine man who expected the nineteenth 
ucntury to close without its taking 
place. The real danger-spot is not, in 
the first place, cither France or Ger- 
many, but Russia. In the first place 
there is a profound radical antipathy 
between the German and the Russian 
which has hardly a parallel elsewhere 
in Europe. 


Certainly there is no such antipathy 


between the French and Germans, who 
would, indeed, xindorstand nnd appreci- 
ate each other well enough if they 
were not divided by unfortunate ^his- 
torical events In the second place the 
temptation to escapo from internal 
dif- 


ficulties by foreign war is almost con- 
stant with the Russian government. 
In the third place Russia has before her 
tho prospect of having to renounce her 
secular 
ambition 
in 
southeastern 


Europe, and she gains nothing by post- 
ponement 
It is hardly conceivable 


that Russia will not make at least one 
desperate effort to recover the ground 
that 
she has lost 
and stand at 


least as well in the Balkans as she 
did before the war of 1877. In other 
words, she and Austria will come to 
blows, for the way to Constantinople 
lies through Vienna-, and Germany will 
by the inevitable force of circumstances 
tttltn part with Austria. Then will 
come the day of trial for the French 
statesmen and the French people, and 
then will be seen the danger of such 
effusions as those of Cronstadt It will 
be practically impossible for France, 
after all that has been said aud done of 
late, to look on while Russia is involved 
in a great war, and the first movement 
of Gorman troops to the Russian front- 
ier will see the advance of France upon 
the Rhine." 
Some of the Berlin papers ore work- 


ing themselves np to a war heat. They 
give every movement in Russia a tinge 
of hostility to the powers of Europe. 
One of these this morning prints an 
article entitled: "The Cossack Stroke 
on the Bosphorous." According to this 
article Russia meditates a surprise to 
Constantinople by a eon joint landing of 
80 000 troops in European and Asiatic 
Turkey. The Boaphorna forts, it is 


thcref ore unconnected with tho tradition 
and memories whichmake]King Charles 
loved by the people

nasty and the substitution of a Russian 
protectorate. As King Charles, how- 
ever, belongs to a branch of the Ger- 
man imperial family, it is not likely 
that the emperor and his ally Francis 
Joseph would view with indifference 
the overthrow of a Hohenzollern. 


Owing to the reports that cholera is 


rampant in the cast, the British admi- 
ralty has ordered the officers com- 
manding the war ships in Bombay to 
exercise the strictest precaution. The 
British legation at Constantinople has 
also been instructed to make repre- 
sentations to tho Sultan in behalf of 
the great need of sanitary supervision 
over the Mecca pilgrimages, which are 
believed to be largely, if not chiefly re- 
sponsible for the dissemination of tho 
plague 


A Svvedibh captain has started in a 


row boat to row from Gothenburg to 
Hamburg, and thence to London. The 
attempt was considered foolhardy, and 
efforts were made to prevent it. 


It Is stated in Vatican circles at Rome 


that the pope will shortly appoint a 
nuncio to Canada to act as an inter- 
mediary between the holy see and Can- 
adian catholics Some doubt is enter- 
tained here as to whetherCanada has 
the rltrht or inclination to receive a 
papal nuncio in an official capacity.

Sometimes Brings Disastrous Conse- 


quences-Mrs. Juvenal Dies From 


the Effect of Poison-Poison 


In Everything. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 18 -Ib*. $. 


M. Juvenal, of Armonrdale, died yester- 
terday morning from the effects of 
poisoning. The case is a mysterious 
one. A short time ago the front por- 
tion of the Juvenal residence was 
blown up by dynamite at night. Ju- 
venal suspected Miss Mamie Pfaffman, 
to whom he was onoe engaged, and 
caused her arrest. 
Soon after this 


poison was detected in the the milk. 
Last week the family went to Excel- 
sior Springs and upon returning Monday 
all showed symptoms of poisoning 
after eating. A window showed that 
it had been raised nnd the house en- 
tered during their absence. Mrs Juve- 
nal's condition was tho worst, and she 
had been given freely of medicine be- 
fore it was discovered that even tho 
water that was used with tho medicine, 
as well as every article of food in the 
house, was full of rough on rats. Juve- 
nal attempts to trace the responsibility 
to a divorced wife. 


Juvenal's cottage was blown up Au- 


gust 
10. The inmates were badly 


shaken up, but no one was seriously in 
jured. Miss Mamie Pfaffmau was ac- 
cused of the crime by Juvenal, who 
procured her arrest She is a young 
woman about 20 years of age, who has 
hitherto borne a good character. Juve- 
nal first met her about a year ago, and 
began courting 
her,

vorced. When Miss Pfaffman discov- 
ered that he was a married man she re- 
proached him for his deception, but 
was quieted by his promise to marry 
her as soon as he could procure a di- 
vorce. When the decree was secured, 
however, he married another woman, 
and now says that Miss Pfaffman is in- 
sane with jealousy and disappointment. 
He declares that she is a good girl,

BOMBSHELL,. 


A Proposition to Make Me&bera of Par- 
liament Salaried Officers. 
( 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—Tho trades union 


congress has thrown a bombshell into 
the liberal camp by their rtsolution in 
favor of salaries for members of par- 
Hameut. This moans the introduction 
of the labor element to an important 
degree to the house of commons, 
where it now 1ms baicly a foot- 
hold 
The house is no longer what 


it was before the latest exten- 
sion of the franchise, but the changes 
have been confined almost entirely to 
the \mseatiug of bquires, and tho 
younger sons of nobility, to give the 
places to factory managers, and wealthy 
grocers and brewers, and other trades- 
men. 
With the exception of a few 


men like Hurt and Feuwick, the labor 
element is as yet without class repre- 
sentation. It is desired to change all 
this and make it possible for poor men 
to aspire to parliamentby enacting that 
the tieasury shall pay a regular stipend 
to members. Such a change would be, 
in the eyes of Englishmen, almost sig- 
nificant of i evolution. It would mean 
the abolition of the old parliament in 
the fullest sense, and the first step in 
the legislative triumph of radicalism. 
The liberal party is far from being 
prepared to accept the salary proposi- 
tion, and thus throw down "the bars to 
tho radicals It is believed that Mr. 
Glodstono himself will hesitate to go 
that far, as at a liberal meeting in 
October theie is likely to be a warm 
discussion of the subject.

Report of Consul-Central Mason, 


Frankfort, to tb» Stale Department- 


Late Infoimstlon by the Bureau 


of American Republics. 


Germany's Need Amerlea'e Ooportu- 


nlty. 


WASHINGTON, Sept 18.—Conanl-Gen- 


eral Masou, of Frankfort, in a report 
to the'Btate department on what he 
terms the German crisis in breadstuffs, 
presents some very interesting state- 
ments respecting the most notable com- 
mercial event of the year in Europe— 
the Eussian decree forbidding the ex- 
portation of rye from Buasla to any 
foreign country. This Mr. Mason re- 
gards as equivalent to an official decla- 
tion that the harvests of cereals 
in Russia are so deficient that the 
export 
of 
rye 
must 
be 
forbid- 


den in order to avert danger of famine 
there. Mr. Mason presents eome data 
which shows how seriously this unex- 
pected edict is likely to affect the bread 
supply of Oermany. Very little pure 
wheat bread, he says, is eaten by tho 
middle and lower classes in Oermany. 
Tho "staff of life" of a vast majority 
of tbe Germans Is black bread, made 
with flour ground from a mixture ol 
rye and an inferior quality of wheat. 
The consumption of this material Is so 
enormous that Germany Imported «47,- 
375 tons of rye, of which 85 per eent. 
as well as 75 per cent, of wheat Im- 
ported into Germany came from Rus- 
sia. The recent edict therefore outs of! 
nearly five-sixths of the entire foreign 
rye supply of Germany. 


How, difficult it would be to fill this 


deficit by importations 
from other 


countries, Mr. Mason says, will be evi- 
dent from the fact that the entire ex- 
port of rye to Germany, from 1884 to 
1688 from the six countries, which rank 
next to Russia as producers of cereals, 
averaged but 6,142,881 bushols t> year. 
This is barely one-fourth of the rye ex- 
portation to Germany from Buista last 
year. 


Mr. Mason thinks It doubtful, in view 


of the short cereal crops which grevall 
this summer, more or less uniformly 
throughout 'Europe, whether France, 
Roiunanla or Scrvla will have any con- 
siderable surplus of rye tor export 
The deficit iu Germany, therefore, can- 
not be filled from any known source of 
supply on that side of the Atlantic, and 
tbe effect of the situation upon tbe rye 
market has been startling. A year ago 
rye sold in Berlin for $89 per ton of 
2,240 pounds. On the Sd of August last 
the effect of the meager harvest had 
raised the murket price to 8K2.24«per ton. 
Then came the Russian edict, and within 
two weeks the price had risen to *3l. 88 
per ton. 
&dd to this a short and In- 


ferior potato crop throughout nearly 
the whole of Germany, and it will be 
seen, Mr. Mason says, that the food 
question there has assumed an ominous 
aspect, and in the end the people of 
Germany, France and England wUl 
have to draw upon the well-filled gran- 
cries of the United States for a Targe 
part of their food supply during the 
coming year. __
